This Gendeman had the Advantage of Mr. Fitzgerald, 
both in Age ard Academical Standing; however, 
they quitted the Univerfity about the fame time, and 
meeting here on the fame Defign, continued their 

ntance neat a Year, in a great Intimacy and 
Friendfhip. 

On S the 25th of Fune they din’d together 
in the Temple- Hall, rom whence they went to bathe at 
Chelfea with two of theit common Friends ; they con- 
tinued together after their ufual {rieadly Manner, ‘till 
Supper-time : When Supper was ended, they walk’d 
about the Fountain, near the Hall ; where ftarting a 





Philofophical Queftion, of a very dubious Nature, 
a: d not agreeing in the Decifion of it, after having 
fpent their Stock of Arguments on each Side, they 
‘fupported themfelves with poflitive Affirmations 
| and Denials: This was follow’d by Nonfenfe—Fool— 
| Block head—Rafeal.—--Upon which they ftepp’d down 
imo the Rookery, drew their Swords, and, in lefs 
than two Minutes, Mr. Fitzgerald seceiv’d fix 
Wounds, of which he died at Three o’Clock next 
Morning. Mr. Grantham receiv’d one about two 
Inches, above the Left Pap, through the Shoulder- 
Blade, the Sword being thruft up co the Hilt, of 
which he died a few Days after. 

The Misfortunes of thefe uvhappy Gentlemen muft 
affect every Heart that is invefted with Humanity, as 
they had the Charaéters of Men, ble in their 
Perfons, their Manners and Converfation ; were uni- 
verfally belov’d, yet had the Calamity to die by the 
Hands of their beit Friends. 

I hope this Story will be a proper Ledture to chofe 
who read it, to banifh Heat and Violence out of 
Converfation. A
